In the 
latter respect, however, the spectators were disappointed, for no tigress 
was to be seen. By an alteration in the plan originally agreed upon, 
thousands of persons were deceived. On account, it was said, of the 
state of the tide, the Clown sailed from the Red House, Battersea, to 
Vauxhall Bridge, instead of from the latter to Westminster. The crowd 
upon this was much greater than on the previous occasion. The whole 
distance from Westminster Bridge up to a spot opposite the Red House 
was completely lined with people, while an immense number collected on 
the wharfs on the opposite shore. At five o’clock, Mr. Barry embarked 
in his frail vessel, the geese being regularly yoked to it in shafts, and 
thus he proceeded, driving four in hand, amidst the laughter and cheers 
of an immense number of persons preceding him in boats, a band 
playing “ Rule Britannia,” and “ See the conquering hero comes.” Cer- 
tain mischievous fellows caused the buffoon some uneasiness by endea- 
vouring to “foul” him and his geese, but he suffered no injury. At 
Vauxhall he got into a common boat, and rowed to Westminster, where 
the crowd expecting to see him arrive in his tub, expressed some disap- 
probation at having been disappointed.
